ORDER 

No. ADM/LEO(CSPC)/l215,—In exercise of the powers 
conferred under Clause (d) and (i) of Sub-Section (2) of 
Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Act 10 of 
1955) read with Notification No. G.S.R. 1844 of G.O.I., 
Ministry of Commerce New Delhi dated 18-6-1966/ the 
Administrator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli makes the follow¬ 
ing order; 

1. Short title, extent and commencement 

(1) This order may be called the Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli, Essential Articles Dealers (Regulation) 
Order 1983. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli, 

(3) It shall come into force at once, 

2. Definitions 

In this order, unless the context otherwise requires; 

(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli. 


(b) “Collector" means the Collector of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli. 

(c) "Government" means the Administration of Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(d) “Registration Authority" means the Collector of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

(e) "Essential Article” means any of the articles speci¬ 
fied in Schedule-I. 

(f) "Schedule” means the Schedule appended to this 
order. 

(g) "Competent Authority” means an officer appointed 
for the purpose by the Collector; Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli. 

(h) "Permit Issuing Authority” refers to an officer ap¬ 
pointed for the purpose bv the Collector, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli. 

(i) “Form” means the form appended to this order. 

(j) “Dealer” means a person, a firm, an association of 
persons or a ■ Co-oporative Society other than a 
National and State Level Co-operative Society en¬ 
gaged in the business of purchase, gale or storage 
for sale of any essential articles, whether or not in 
conjunction with any other business and includes his 
representative or agent but does not include; 
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(i) A person who holds or is in possession of agri¬ 
culture land under any tenure or any capacity 
and on which he raises or has raised crop of 
foodgiains, oilseeds or whole pulses. 

(ii) manufacture of sugar, gur and khandsari. 

(iii) ft producer of pulses and edible oils. 

(k) “Place of Business" means any commodity place 
where a dealer sell any of the essential articles held 
by him in stock. 

(l) “Essential Articles" means any commodity men¬ 
tioned in Schedulc-I. 

(m) “Price" means the amount of money Inclusive of 
all taxes, for which the dealer sells or agrees to 
sell or offer to sell or part with any essential 
articles. 

3. Registration of Dealers : 

(a) No dealer shall, after the commencement of this 
order, carry on business of purchase, sale or storage 
for sale of any of the essential articles mentioned 
in Schedule-!, except under and in accordance with 
the terms and condition of a Registration Certifi¬ 
cate. 

(b) Every dealer who have already established their 
business referred to Schedule-!, shall have to Regis¬ 
ter their establishment within 15 davs from the 
date of publication of this order. 

4. Registration 

(1) (a) Every application for the grant of a Registration 
shall be made to the Registration Authority in 
prescribed form “A". 

(b) Every Registration Certificate issued under this 
order shall be in prescribed form “B” and subject 
to the terms and condition mentioned therein. 

(c) The Registration Certificate is valid upto 31st 
December of the following year, 

(d) If any Registration Certificate is lost or distroyed or 
defaced, the dealer shall forthwith inform the 
Registration Authority, who may, on application, 
issue a duplicate Registration Certificate, 

(2) A dealer may obtain a Registration Certificate for 
any one or more trade articles mentioned in the Schedule. 

(3) A separate Registration Certificate shall be neces¬ 
sary for each place of business. 

5. Feel chargeable 

The fees for Issue of Registration Certificate and issue of 
duplicate Registration Certificate of Rs. 50/- (Rupees fifty) 
only or as may be prescribed by the Collector from time to 
time. 

6. Deposit of Security 

Every dealer applying for a Registration Certificate shall, 
before such certificate is issued to him, deposit with the 
Registration Authority the sum of Rs. 1000/- (Rupees One 
thousand) Only in cash bv way of Security for the due per¬ 
formance of the terms and conditions of the certificate issued 
to dealer 

7. Renewal of Registration Certificate 

An application Tor renewal of a registration certificate 
shall he made to the Registration Authority in Form "C” 
on or before 31st October alongwith the fees of Rs, 25/- 
(Rupees twenty five) only. 

The Registration Authority may entertain on application 
upto 30th November upon payment of late fee as specified 


below; 

(1) For the first fortnight. ...... .Rs, !0/- 

(2) For the second fortnight.Rs. 15/- 

8. Power to refuse Registration 


The Registration Authority may, after giving the person 
affected an' opportunity of being heard, and for reasons to 
be recorded by him in writing, refuse to grant Or renew 7 a 
■Registration. 


9. Addition and Alteration to Registration Certificate 

The Registration Authority may make necessary additions, 
deletions, alterations in the Registration Certificate relating 
to godown place of business name of partners, essential 
articles etc. either on the application of the holder of the 
Registration Certificate of suo moto. 

10. Contravention of Conditions of Registration Certificate 

No holder of Registration Certificate, issued under this 
order or his agent or servant or any other person, acting on 
his behalf contravence any of the terms and conditions of 
the Registration Certificate. 

11. Suspension and cancellation of Registration 

(1) If any holder of registration or his agent or servant 
or any other person acting on his behalf contravention any 
of terms and, condition of the registration, than without pre¬ 
judice to any other action that may be taken against hint 
under the Essential Commodities Act 1955 (Central Act 10 
of 1955) his registration may be cancelled or suspended with 
regards to Ohe or more trade articles by an order in writing 
of the Registration Authority and an entry will be made in 
his Registration relating to such suspension or cancellation. 

(2) No order of cancellation shall be made under this 
clause unless the dealer has been given a reasonable oppor¬ 
tunity of stating his case against the proposed cancellation 
but during the pendency of in the compilation of proceeding 
of cancellation of registration, the registration can be sus¬ 
pended for a period not exceeding 30 days without giving 
any opportunity to the Registration holder of stating his 
case. Such suspension shall be limited only to those trade 
articles regarding which contravention has been made by the 
dealer. 

12. Consequences of conviction 

Where a dealer has been convicted by a Court of law for 
the contravention of any order made under section 3 of the 
Essential Commodities Act 1955 (Central Act 10 of 1955). 
the Registering Authority shall by order in writing, cancel 
his Registration Certificate- 

Provided that where such conviction is set aside in any 
appeal or revision, the Registering Authority may, on an 
application bv the dealer, whoso registration has been can¬ 
celled, restore the licence to such dealer. 

13. Forfeiture of Security Deposit 

(1) Without prejudice to tho provisions of clause; 11, if 
the Registering Authority is satisfied that the dealer has oon- 
travented anv of the terms and condition of the Registration 
Certificate and that a forfeiture of the security deposit is 
called for, it may after giving the dealer a reasonable oppor¬ 
tunity of stating his case, bv order, forfeit the whole or anv 
part of the security deposit by him and communicate a copy 
the order to the dealer, 

(1) Without prejudice to the provisions of clause : 11, if 
any time falls short of the amount specified in clause 7, 
forthwith deposit, on being required by the Registration 
Authority to do so, further security to make up the defi¬ 
ciency. 

(3) Upon due compliance by the dealer or all obligations 
under the Registration Certificate, the amount of security 
of such part thereof which is not forfeited as aforesaid 
shall be refunded to the dealer after the termination of the 
licence. 

14. Opening stock and price list to he displayed at the place 

of Business 

Every dealer shall display daily, the stock and price at a 
conspicuous part of the premises where he carries his busi¬ 
ness in the essential article, the opening stock of any essera 
tial article and the price list in the language generally under¬ 
stood in the locality concerned and in a manner, so as to 
be easily accessabie for consultation by any consumer. 

15. Dealer will not to sell Essential Articles dt price 
higher than that if any fixed for such sale, by the Adminis¬ 
tration in pursuance of the powers conferred by any law 
for the time being in force, or where no price is fixed by 
+hc Administration, at the price hieher than that displayed 
by him under clause : 9 of the order. 
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16. Profit Margin 

Where the Central Government or the Administration has 
not fixed any price of the essential article, a dealer shall not 
charge in respect of such essential article made by him, a 
margin of profit in excess of any maximum rate of margin 
if any fixed by the representative body of dealer in the 
locality concerned. 

17. Dealer not to enter In speculative transactions 

No dealer shall enter into any transaction involving pur¬ 
chase, sale, or storage for sale of Essential Articles in a 
speculative manner prejudicial to the maintenance and easy 
availability of supplies of Essential Articles in the market, 

18. Issue of Invoice or receipt 

Every dealer shall, except when exempted by general or 
special order of the Collector in this behalf, issue to every 
customer a correct receipt or, as the case may be invoice 
giving therein his own name address, or name and addressed 
of the customer, the date transactions, tho quantity of 
essential articles sold, the price at which they arc sold and 
total amount charged and shall keep a duplicate thereof to 
be available for inspection and demand by the Collector or 
any Officer authorised in this behalf. 

19. Inspection of Stocks and Accounts 

The dealer shall give all facilities at all times to the 
Administrator, Collector or the competent authority in this 
behalf for inspection of his stocks and accounts at any shop, 
godown or other place used by him for storage sale or 
purchase of any essential article, 

20. Maintenance of Register of Account 

(1) The dealer shall, except when specially exempted bv 
the Administrator or the competent authority in his behalf, 
maintain a register or regular daily stock accounts for the 
essential articles showing correctly. 

fa) The opening stock of essential article on each day, 

(b) auant'ties or essential articles received during the 
dav showing the place from where and source from 
which. 

fc) the qunntitv of essential articles or otherwise re¬ 
moved during the day showing the place of destina¬ 
tion, and 

fd) closing stock of essential articles of the day, 

(2) The dealer shall, before closing bis business for the 
day, complete accounts for that dav unless prevented by 
reasonable cause, the burden of providing which shall be 
upon him. 

21. Return 

Every dealer shall have to submit their monthly return on 
or before 5th of each month to the Registration Authority or 
as per instruction issued by the competent authority as the 
case may be. 

22. Sale of essential articles according to list of prices and 

stocks 

No dealer shall :— (1) Sell or offer to sell to any person 
essential articles at a mice higher than snecifled in respect of 
such articles in the list of prices and stocks and ;

No dealer shall sell any essential articles to any person 
without issuing a cash memo or a bill (stating his own name, 
quantity, quality, roN and total price charged for the article 
sold) and without keeping e. duplicate copy of such memo 
or bill; 

Provided that it shall not h» necessary for a dea’rr *o 
issue anv surh cash Trwmo or bill to keen anv such dunlicp'e 
couv in respect iT sale of anv essential article costing not 
mom than Rs, 10unless demanded by the purchaser. 

24. Power to call Information 

Every dealer shall, when so required bv general or special 
direction of Registration Authority, furnished truthfully and 


to the best of his knowledge such particulars or information 
relating to any essential article, as may be required. 

25. Power to issue direction to dealers 

The Collector or the competent authority may issue direc¬ 
tions to any dealer with regard to purchase sale, disposal, 
storage or exhibition of the price and stock list of all or any 
of tho essential articles. 

26. Power to amend Schedules 

The Administrator may, by an order notified in the Official 
Gazette, add to or omit from the Schedule any essential 
article and there upon the schedule shall be deemed to have 
been amended accordingly. 

27. Sale on permit 

(1) The registration authority may, by general or special 
orders in writing, require ?.ny dealer holding stock of essen¬ 
tial articles to sell such commodities on permit issued by the 
Registration Authority or such other Officer Authorised in 
this behalf by the Collector. 

(2) Registration Authority may not issue permit to those 
dealers who sell essential articles outside the territory or to 
dealers/customers who are not bona-fide consumers of this 
territory.
